The way therefore to return to Union, ind as «conſequence. to hap= 
pine(s, is toretutn to cur duty, which is the way to both: For if the 
neglecting this grand fundamental, was and is the Cauſe of our Diviſi- 
ons, the returning to it, will be the healing of them again: for if it be 
one part of our Religion, to love Men, as Men, though they have no 
Profeſſion on them; ſurely we grievoufly go beſide our duty, if we do 
not love out felle w Profeſſors, as (ſuch, though of different perſwaſi- 
ons from us, ot go to reſtrain this univerſal- Love to the narrow li- 
mits of our owa particular Churches, and think there is no duty of 
Love and ſervice from us to any, but ſuch as are of the ſame ſhape, 
ſtatute avd complexion in their ſpiritual underftandings with our 
ſelves ; the evil of waich hath ſo tent us Proteſtants, tore us from 
one another, and ſo wounded and weakned us, that except we ſpeedi- 
ly return tos Gincere and hearty affection of each other, there is too 
much reaſon-to feat xe may become an ealie prey to thoſe that have 
an <qual enmity to us all. 

Many Expedients I know have been propoſed and practiſed to ac- 
compliſh this Chtiſlian Union, as the Meeting, Praying, and Exerci- 
fiog of differing Perſwakons together, that ſo they might ferment,and 
giow up iato a mutual Love and Underitandiog of one another, which 
is very good; but cannot reach the end of that duty hear ſpoken of,for 
though it may teconcile the differences of thoſe peiſwaſions which are 
neareſt alike one to another, yet it can go no further, But this expedi- 
ent of the Lords own making comprehends all, yea the molt remote 
petſwaſions, becauſe it extends it ſelf, not to Opinions, or Proſeſſiont, 
but to men: for waether I amof this, ot taut, or t'other prinalion, I 
am (till a Man, which is the fiagle contideration in this cate ;. ſo that 
the one and only means that would molt<ffachually bring about this, 
ſeems to me, to be the thorow and faubſul performance of loving one 
another as Men; for I fiad by conſtant and never-{ailing obſervation, 
that the being loving and kiadly atfectionate one to anather.as Meg, 
begets Converſation, aud Converlation begets the beſt underſtanding 
of one another 3 for that Prejudice that is created by Reports, comes 
to be removed by Converſation: For ven men come to ſee there's 
nothing ſo monſticut and heriible in the Opinions ad Practiſes. of 
each other, as before they were made to belicus there Wasgthey.grom 
up nat only to a Humane buttoa Chiiltian Friendihipfor each other, 
though diftzrenc ip their Judgments and Peitwauons about Religious 
matters ; Nor is (his my cbſervation only, but that whigh 1 am det- 
lade hath. the experignce of many 0541s, to teſt ie its truth ; ba- 
des. 


fides the reaſon it hath in it ſelf : for no man ſees by any others ſo well 
as by his own eyes; which if we all had uſed for our ſelves, and not 
truſted to the miſrepreſentarions of others, peradventure there ne- 
ver had been ſuch Diſcord among Brethren as we have ſeen. 

Bur while I perſwade to Love and Unity among Chriſtiane, 
though of different Perſwafions, I would not be undeiſtood to (peak 
Word for any Principle or Practice deſtructive to Mankind, as we all 
know that of the Papiſts to be, by our too ſad experience of their cxu- 
el and bloodyMaſlacres,of their burning ard deſtroying whole Cities; 
a Religion ſo falſe and bloody, and ſo directly contrary to ChriRi. 
avity,that it may rather be called a Confederacy againſt Mankind, than 
a Religion. 

The Sc1ipture tells us, God opens the car by Opprefſion ; and it were 
happy if now at lergth God ſhould open our ears, and make us to bear 
and 4 this great duty, and in order thereunto, that he would give us 

two things. 

Firſt, o ſuch of us as have been Perſecutors and Oppreſſors, Hu- 
mility, for the great guilt we have been under for Oppreſſing one ano- 

ther for Conſcience ſake, that we may thorowly repent of out birter- 
neſs, and acknowledge that to bave been the great Cauſe of all the 
Miſeries we ſuffer. ; 

And ſecondly, That he would give to ſuch as have been oppreſſed, 
and ſmitten in the houſe of their friends for their Conſcience lake, 
not to retain their anger for ever, but to (hery a forgiving ſpirit, by x 

eadineſs to be reconciled, and to enter into a Unity again upon this 
large and noble Principle of loving their Neighbour as themſelves ; that 
the Prejudices of the one, nor the Fears of the other, may not conti.. 
nue but ceaſe, and be g more, nor ſhut the door of Mercy upon us 
any longer ; for as ourfailer in this great duty did open the Way to all 
this Rebuke that is come juſtly upon us, ſo our return unto this great 
P.cceptofour Lord, would affuredly hand Freedom and Safety to us. 

We cin no way ſo much gratify the Oppreſſing and Perſecuting 
Spirit of the Church of Rowe, as by our Diviſions, for our Divifion 
is our Weakneſs, ind our Weakneſs is their Strength. Divide & Imrpe- 
re, hath been their Word in all Ages, but Union hath ever ſoon put 
an end to that Empire; For that Government that fonnds it ſelf rs. 

ther upon the ſins of others, then jiftice, hath no foundation to ſup- 
port it. Let us act forgiveneſs therefore on our parts, as 2 greit 
means to bring about this Union, that as they come forward by Re- 
pentance that have Oppreſled, ſo we may meet them with Forgive.

There being. therefore- ſomething in-all of us, that is capable of 
Union, and that upon the account of this great Command of God, 
Let us apply to that, as to the common Center, to which the Lines of 
every particular Peiſwaſion ought. to run, and in which they ought 
all equally to meet, to wit, The loving aur Neighbour as our ſelf + For 
beginning here, upon the foundation God bath laid, he will car- 
ry on our Love and Affections to marvelous Improvements. Let us 
therefore go in the Lords way ; Firft that that is natural, and after that 
which i ſpiritual; 280 the Apottle ſpeaks in another caſe, but is alſo 
true in this: And let us not leſſen the foundations of Love that God 
bimſelf hath made, by ſtriving for, or after Liber, to any of our par- 
ticular perſivafions apart, Bat to keep exactly to this grand Rule of 
out duty, vhesein we are all equally intereſted in one another, and be 
zealous contenders fot that, as that only which will reach the intire 
concernmentr, not of a party, but the whole. 

Having therefore ſuch a bottom, on wnich we all may Rand equally, 
eaſily, ſafely, and ſecurely, let us keep right and faithful unto that, 
and not crumble away our conmon ſecurity, by the divicoas and ſub- 
divifions of our ſeveral Perſwaſions; and by confining our loves to 
them alone, content our ſelves with new and narrow Foundations, 
which will hold none but our ſelves, not we neither, any; longer: 
than that by out deviding from this our duty and our common Inter- 
eſt, we have given the ill willers of the whole, a fairer opportunity to 
fall the foulet on-thoſe we have deſerted, and through thei zuine to 
make the ea ſiet way to our own. 

I never was over fond of learning-ought from perſecuting ſpitite, 
yet I think Prudence will belp us to gather inſttuction from all thiogs, 
and a greater and more natural inſttuction cannot be given us, than 
to learn to be as extenſive in our Love, as they are in their Hatred of 
us ; which if the Lord would pleaſe to enable us to do, it would be 
aibleſſ:d and refreſhing teſtimony, that he is appearing for us, in te- 
moving that exceeding folly and madnz(s hath been among us, in te- 
Roring us to the true uſe of our Reaſon and underſtanding again; and 


we Can no way (hew the recovery. of our Reaſon and Laderſianding 
more 
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by, with and for all that are faithful thereunto, eſteeming every ones; = 
ſuffering, that ſuffers for it, as our own, us indeed it is: For he that 
ſuffers for, and in purſuance of the common concernment of this glo- 
rious Command, wherein I have as great 4 benefit as the Sufferer, Ir 
am (if I am under a due and right ſenſe of my duty, and my own In- 
rereft ) as true « Sufferer as bi, that ſuffers; ind the Realing away 
the ſhoulder from this common burthen, hath been that that hath moſt 
encouraged Perſecuting Spirits in all times, rendred the load more 
heavy on the backs of ſome, and continued it longer upon all, 

You ſee bo excellent the Commands of God are, and that in 
keeping of them there is great reward, even ſafety and ſecurity here : 
but left there ſhould be any that mind neither the Lord nor his Com- 
mandy, Iwill add for our farther encouragement; T hat the Fand. 
mem al Law of the Land will bear nt out in aur oebdiente to the Fardawen- 
ral Law of the Gefpel; And if we are defended in our Duty, both by 
Law and Goſpel, ſurely Perſecuting Spirits will have enough todo to 
break through both, and may at th: end petadventute ſee, That no u- 
tempts agaivft Gods People ſhall proſper. TT 

And truly it is our happineſs, that the Providence of God hath caft 
out lot to live in a Land, where the Fundamental Laws thereof, lun 
right with, and juſt to, the Fundamental Laws of our Religion; and 
that in tending faithful to the one, weſtand faithful, and are juſtified. 
by the other alſo ; ſo that none can object againſt us, that they are in- 
coberent, or we ſo in our ſtanding for them, | 

For I beſeech you Friends conſicet, We hold by one common Te- 
nute all the Humane Intereſt that we have, and the only Security we 
have for the holding thereof, is the Fundamental Law; If this Secu- 
curity be violated upon any one, out Lives, Liberties and Properties 
are Invaded by that violation, as well as his to whom the violation is 
done ; For he had the ſame Fence to ſecure his Freedom as we, and 
chat fence being broken, we have no more ſecuritythan him: Out 
keeping up therefore this Fundamental Law, as the Fence or Bank 4 
giinſt the Sex, is the slope atd only way to preſerre the whole z ot 
otherwiſe, through the Breach thereof, my Right, though ſeeming 
more remote will be deſtroyed as well as his that lyeth next it, and 1 
cannot keep up this Fence, bur by defending the right of bim that is 
violated as my own, and my detendiog bis Right as my own, is my 
Loving my Neighbour at my ſelf.
